| SPANISH GRANTS, 


The Land-Claim Problem Which 
Congress Is Expeetid 
to Solve. 


A Federal Court to Be Created for 
the Settlement of Questions 
Now Pending. 


The Cabinet Discussing the Cause of Agri- 
cultural Depressién—An Attempt to Be 
Made to Still the Complaints of the 
Farmers—Cengressman Stone’s Speech 
Criticized—The Duty on Sugar—Eeciproc- 
ity With South American States—Clark- 
son on Iowa Politics—Bills Passed by the 
Senate To-Day—The Comas Measure to 
Prevent Gerrymandering—Proceedings 
in Beth Branches of Congress—Nelson

WASHINGTON, April 5.—One of the greatest 
problems Congress has had to do with for the 
past fifty years is the settlement of the Span- 
ish and Mexican land grant ciaims in the 
inter-mountain country of the west. Millions 
of acres of the richest lands there are closed 
to the pioneers or occupied by settlers who 
secured peace and the shadow of title by sub- 
mitting to the éxtortions of the pretended 
owners. It is estimated that not to exceed 5 
per cent ofthe controversies have been dis- 
posed of, andthe committee having the mat- 
ter in charge in both Houses despair of solving 
the question, save by legislation that will 
permanently banish the subject from their 
hearing and at the same time take the tons of 
documentary evidence relating to it out of 
their sight, 

Various efforts have been vainly made by 
leaders in both Houses to devise an accepta- 
ble and sufficient bill, notably by Mr. Ed- 
munds. The disagreements were on the 
machinery provided, it being the judgment of 
many members that a commission would be 
competent for the work. The enormous 
vaiues involved, however, taken into consid- 
eration with commission experiences still 
fresh in mind and the proneness of such bodies 
to turn the judicial scales with money bags, 
have greatly increased the support of the Ed- 
munds plan. 

From present indications the House is going 
to send into the Senate just such a measure as 
will satisfy that body. This is Congressman 
Wycham’s bill, to establish a United States 
land court and to provide for a judicial in- 
vestigation and settlement of private land 
claims in the Territories of Arizona and New 
Mexico and in the State of Colorado. 

The committee having it in charge have 
finished their work and will soon report it to 
the House. According to its provisions there 
shalibea United States Land Court, consist- 
ing ot a Chief Justice at $5,000 a year and two 
Associate Justices at 33,500 a yearench, to be 
appointed by the President and to hold office 
during good behavior. This court is to ex- 
ercise jurisdiction in the settlement of private 
land claims, hoiding aiternate sessiong in 
Washingion and the States and Territories 
designated. It is to have a chief clerk at 
$2,000, an assistant at $800, a stenographer at 


$1,500 and an interpreter at $1,500. United 
States Marshals areto serve its processes. It 
is also to have an attorney at $3,500 a year. 
In the jurisdiction prescribed it is plainly to 
be seen that the reclamation of imioepse and 
valuable territory is intended. Under the 
unrecorded parchment grants issued by the 
Spanish and Mexican governments up to the 
time of the Hidalgo treaty, of 1848 fraud has 
been difficult of detection. Yet itis very well 
known that many of the claimants have noth 
ing more substantial in proof than forged 
sheepskins, invented depositions and ances- 
tral legends. Supported with this fictitious 
evidence and encouraged by the halting man- 
ner in which Congress has acted, the pre- 
tenders have profited greatly from ievies 
made on setticrs. Even in the case of well 
authenticated grants such was their 
vagueness of definition that 2 have gone 
on increasing the bounds of the ceded do- 
main, overleaping riyers.and mountains to 
suit theirown conception of what the grant- 
ors intended. These concessions are almost 
invariably aiven streams of unestablished 
name, forests of no exact description, head- 
lands that haye no unique character or oon- 
tour and other uncertain monuments or 
marks for bounds. With respect to these 
wrongs the Wyckham Dill provides that when 
„„the description of the land sball require the 
location to be ascertained by mountain 
ranges, mountain tops, forests and like 
natural objects, whereby, or by any decrip- 
tion thereof the quantity of land in any 
such grantor concession is uncertain, such 
court shall declare and adjudge such ciaim or 
grant void, except as to that part of the land 
in such grant in tho actual possession of the 
grantee or his assigns or legal representatives 
at the dates of the treaties of accession.’’ 
Petition is required to be made to the courts 
within three years. Failure to comply invali- 
dates the claim. Another striking feature of 
the bill is that no confirmation should be made 
or patent issued for more than eleven square 
leagues of lana. Under the present cloudy 
condition of titles in Arizona and New Mexico 
particularly the development of the Territories 
is greatly retarded, while the frauds and 
troubles which are the logical result of the 
situation cannot be wholly overcome for

New England Congressmen say 
that the negotiation and ratification of such a 
treaty would be acomplete offset to the duty 
which has been placed on hides in the Me- 
Kinley bill; that it would mean practically 
free wool. ‘Leading members of the Senate 
Committee on Finanee, before whom this 
proposition was laid by a representative of 
the United Press, sald that if agreed to it 
would undoubtedly answer all of the objec- 
tions to the McKinley bill which could be 
raised by the New England people. 


The Depression in Agriculture. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 5.—How serious 
the agricultural depression has become can 
only be judged from the action of President 
Harrison who has called upon nearly every 
member of his Cabinet for suggestions. Sec- 


retary of the Treasury Windom is compiling a 
table showing ourtrade with foreign coun- 
tries and how it may be increased. Secretary 
Blaine is seeing what can be done with South 
American countries, while Secretary Rusk will 
show how it will pay the farmer hereafter 
to raise more of such things as are 
imported. One motive which the Adminis- 
tration had in ordering all cattlemen and 
their herds out of the Indian Territory the 
other day was to meet complaint of the 
farmers, which have been blowing in like 
snowflakes. At the same time there was the 
additional motive that this order would make 
—4 Indians more willing to part with their 
and. 

It is now proposed to go farther ana order 
cattlemen off all other Indian reservations. 
The Administration is also considering seri- 
ously whether it will not be feasible to pro- 
hibit free grazing on the public domain, and 
thus put all cattle-raisers upon an equality. 
It is felt that justice to the stockman, who 
pastures his own land, demands that free 

razing of the public lands shall be abolished. 

ut how to put this idea into practical execu- 
tion is puzzling the Administration. There 
is one drawback to this plan. Any sudden 
action, itis feared, will have the effect to 
rush upon the market during the coming sea- 
sons great numbers of range cattie and break 
down prices. Itis claimed by some thatthe 
order relating to the Indian Territory will 
have a bad effect, atieast temporarily, upon 
prices. One thing can be said: The Admin- 
istration is much in earnest about doing 
something to counteract hard times among 
the farmers, and is trying to do all in its 
power to relieve them except to ajiter the 
tariff, which the Cabinet officers see, per- 
haps, will bring about the desired relief, but 
will not act on it. 


Proposed New Banking System. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 5.—By. request 
Senator Ingalls to-day introduced a bill pro- 
viding for a system of banking by the United 
States, proposed by the Wage-Workers’ 


Alllance. It provides for the - 
tablishment of an Executive Depart- 
ment of Banking with a secretary at its 
head whose salary shall be $8,000, and four 
assistant secretaries with salaries of $5,000 
each. At the Department, the banking for 
the people shall be done free of cost except 
such merely nominal fags as are necessary to 
pay expenses. Branches shall be established 
at post-oflices throughout the country 
and maintained so long as they are 
necessary. Loans shall be made on 
security the interest payable onjthe 3lst of Do- 
cember every year. Fallure to pay interest 
shall terminate the loanand after the sale of 
security the excess over the loan, if any, shall 
be pald to the borrower. The money neces- 
sary totransact the business of the depart- 
ment shali be furnished py the Treas- 
urer of the United tates and it 
shall be full legal tender for all debts 
and dues within the United States, the money 
shall be printed by hand on silk threaded 
paper at the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
‘ing in the following denominations: One, 
two, three and five mills; one, two, three and 
five cents; one, two, three and five dimes; 
one, two, three and five dollars; one, two, 
three and five eagles; one, two, three and 
five condos ($100), and one, two, three and 
five talents ($1,000). 


Will Pot Sugar on the Free List. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 5.—Sugar will be 
put on the free list when the tariff bill is pre- 
sented tothe House soon if the Republicans 
have strength and members enough to put it 


there. They will be assisted. The sugarmen, 
refiners and lobbyists are skulking around 
among the mombers arguing for an increased 
duty. If they fall in this they will work 
for votes against the whole bill. 
The proposition to restore hides to the free 
list will come from the Republican side and 
will, of course, have the support of most of 
the Kastern members. Republicans who have 
canneries in their districts, and some who do 
not belleve that it is possibile to build up a tin- 
plate industry in this country, have decided 
to make an effort not only to prevent the pro- 
posed increase of duty, but to have tin plates 
put onthe free list. A motion will be made 
on the Republican side by Mr. Payson, itis 
said, if not by some other member, to put tin 
plate on the free list. A proposition may be 
coupled with this to take the dutv off canned 
goods.

POSTPONED AGAIN THROUGH JUDGE BAR- 
CLAY’S WRIT OF PROHIBITION. 


* 


The Macklinites Make a Move to Gain 
Time and Are Successfal—The Way in 
Which the Writ of Prohibition Was 
Granted, and the View Taken eof It by 
the Court of Appeals. 


The older the quo warranto School Board 
Cases grow, the more complicated they be- 
come, and the attorneys on both sides are 
now deep in the technicalities of law with the 
object in view as far away as when they be- 
gan. Yesterday Judge Barclay of the State 
Supreme Court arrived in the city and an in- 
gpiration struck the attorneys for Messrs. 
Boliman, Rogers and Bartholdt. They were 
afraid to face the Court of Appeals on an 
argument of facts, and if they 
could only defer that ordeal until 
the Supreme Court would pass on the law 
under which the present School Board was 
elected, they would consider themselves safe. 
The attorneys for the respondents are possi- 
tive the Drabelle law is unconstitutional and 
will be so declared by the Supreme Oourt and 
then the entire Board of Directors will 
step down and out. To defer all other legal 
proceedings until this desired culmination 
would be reached has been the sole aim and 
thought of the attorneys since they laid the 
matter before the Supreme Court. Frank M. 
Estes was speaking of a change of venue to 
the Kansas City Court of Appeals last 
Tuesday, but hasno precedent on which to 
base his plea. The Court of Appeals holds 


that it is a court of final jurisdiction and that 
it cannot be appealed from, neither cana 
change of venue be taken from it. Knowing 
how anxious Judges Rombauer, Biggs and 
Thompson are to wash their hands 
of these cases by deciding them asearly as 

ssible, Mr. Estes realized that his chances 
orebtaining achange of venue were very 
small. On learning of Judge Barclay’s pres- 
ence in thecity the idea struck him that a 
writ of prohibition might be obtained 
against the Court of Appeals to prevent 
it passing on the School Board cases until 
after the Supreme Court had passed on the 
case. Being Good Friday, and no Courts in 
session, Mr. Estes was fortunate in finding his 
brother attorneys in their offices. Judge Bar- 
clay was ushered into the Circuit Judges’ con- 
sultation room and there the plea was made 
forawrit of prohibition. After arguing all 
afternoon, the attorneys submitted the plea 
and Judge Barelay granted an order asking 
the Court of Appeals to show cause why a 
writ of prohibition should not be granted. 

THE WRIT. 
The application alleged that as there was a 


‘constitutional question involved the Court of 


Appeals had no jurisdiction. After hearing 
the arguments Judge Barclay announced that 
while he differed with the Court of Appeals 
upon the question of an appeal, that court 
having held that no appeal could be taken 
from its findings, he was in some doubt about 
the constitutional question involved, and out 
of deference to his colleagues on the Supreme 
Bench, he would issue an order to show 
cause. He thereupon made the following 
order in the cases of Directors Macklin, 
Rogers ana Bartholdt: ‘‘Whereas, It has 
been suggested to the undersigned, one ofthe 
Judges of the Supreme Court of Missouri, 
during vacation of said court, that you, as 
Judges of the St. Louis Court of Appeals, are 
proceeding to take cognizance and jurisdic- 
tion of a certain cause th said court, entitled 
State ex rel., ete, vs. W. F. Mecklin, of 
which, as is alleged, said Court of Appeais 
can not properly have or take jurisdiction, 
now, therefore, having duly  consid- 
ered said suggestion, it is hereby ruled and 
ordered, tothe end that said matter may be 
fuily heard in due course by the Supreme 
Court of Missouri according to law, that you, 
as Judges as aforesaid, dofappear before the 
said Supreme Court at the April term, A. D. 
1890, and on or before the third day thereof to 
show cause, if any there be, why a writof 
prohibition should not issue as prayed, re- 
quiring you to take no further jurisdiction of 
said cause. 

The application made by Mr. Hugo Muench, 
attorney for Reimler, for a similar writ to that 
issued in the cases of Bartholdt, Rogers and 
Macklin, was denied. 

TO-DAY’S COURT PROCEEDINGS. 

This morning all the attorneys representing 
the School Directors were in court. When 
court was formally opened, there was a 
brief silence. The attorneys did net volun- 
teer to begin. They were there to make ar- 
guments on facts and present tax receipts 
or show cause why Messrs. Macklin, 
Rogers, Bollman, Bartboldt and Reimler 
should not be ousted from the 
St. Louis School Board, but not all of them 
spoke up. Judge Rombauer, seeing the delay 
and knowing they desired to hearfrom him, 
said he had heard a member of the Supreme 
Court had granted an order late yesterday 
afternoon asking the Court of Appeais to show 
cause why a writ of probibition should 
not be granted in these cases. He paused a 
moment and repeated that he had heard such 
an order had been granted, but not having 
received offictal notification of it the court 
was not bound to recognize it, 
but being satisfied the order had 

been issued, as a matter of courtesy 


to the individual member of the Supreme 


Bench who had issued it, the cases would be 
continued until Tuesday, April 15. He then 
went on to quote from the authorities quoted 
to Judge Barclay and from ihe constitu- 
tion of the State, showing when an 
individual member of the Supreme 
(ert had no power or authority to issue a 
. prohibition or an order to show cause 
one should not be issued. The constitu- 

4.0% limited the power of individual members 
of the Supreme Court to the issuing 
of writs of mandamus in- urggput 
cases, and there the individudigs 
power ended. In all the cases quoted, he 
paid. where individual judges granted such 
orders or writs, the Judge who granted the 
writ was the only member ofthe court and 
being the only member he had the power in 
himself which courts with two or more mem- 
bers hold. 

After explaining himself in this manner 
Judge Rombauer said he thought he ex- 

ressed the ideas of his colleagues. Both 

udges Biggs and Thompson nodded ap- 
proval. and in turn said they had not been 
notified officially of any order on their court, 
and were sitting lu utter ignorance of any or- 
der being in existence. j 

Mr. Campbell, for the State, remarked that 
he thought the proceedings of yesterday 
rather hasty, as he had been given only 
twenty minutes’/notice, and arrived barely in 
time to present his side of the case. 

There being pines further before the court 
it adjourned. 

Monday evening a crowd of attorneys, and 

erhaps their clients, will go to Jefferson 

ity to present the case to the Supreme Court. 
Messrs. Chas. Miller and Wm. Macklin have 
been called upon to show cause why they 
hold their seats in the School Board.

Landslide onthe Bluffi—Died—Political and 
Society Notes.

THE YOREKTOWN’s ENGINES. 


Their Efficiency Attested by Officers of the 
New Cruiser. 


By Telegraph to the PosT«DISPATCH. 

NxwWẽ YORK; April 5.—A letter just received 
in this city from Chief Engineer Irpriano And- 
rade, United States Navy, Chief Engineer Of- 
ficer of the United States cruiser Yorktown, is 
of special interest as pointing out the efficien- 
cy of the Yorktown’s engines. Mr Andrade 
says that the boilers are in perfect condition 
and as to the journals they are in perfect run- 
ning order. 

**T have adjusted the journals to No. 30 wire 


gauge, he writes, ‘‘and during the whole 
course ofthe Yorktown’s cruising I have not 
seen a drop of water upon them—in fact-not 
since the ship was ordered in commission. 
The surfaces are all in good condition, but the 
piston I have bad to line up.’’ 

The engines of the Yorktown were designed 
after considerable controversy; the prevail- 
ing idea with some of the naval officers being 
in favor of compound engines in lieu of triple 
expansion, the type fitted tothe vessel. The 
results so far obtained appear to have justi- 
fled the fitting of the latter type of machinery, 
It is now said in well informed circles that at- 
tempts have been made to introduce quad- 
ruple expansion engines into some of the new 
ships, but that considerable opposition is met 
with at the Navy Department. It is deemed 
noteworthy though that thissame objection 
arose when it was attempted to substitute 
triple expansion engines. 

The determination of the Navy Department 
to adopt Commodore Melville’s method for 
finding the speed of war ships is universally 
praised among engineer experts. This pian is 
to run a vessel in smooth water at different 
rates of speed and under such conditions 
which must be the most favorable to deter- 
mine the speed efficiency of the vessel, in 
other words, to learn the number of revolu- 
tions necessary to give different rates of 
speed. With this efficiency known and used 
as a constant guide, a vessel can be tried for 
speedin any kindof weather, inasmuch as 
the steaming qualities will be determined by 
the rate at which her screw revolves. It is not 
deemed essential for contractors to demon- 
Strate the ability of the ships to make contract 
speed under adverse circumstances. A horse 
is classed according to the speed made by him 
which is alwavs done ona fast track. In the 
game waya war ship sheuld have the et- 
ficiency of her screw tested in smooth water. 

A well-known military man hints thatthe 
Ordnance Department of the army will soon 
be able to furnish a desirable type of small 
caliber magazine guns for the army and navy; 
that the arm will be of the detachable maga- 
Zine class, and that the breech mechanism 
will be operated by means of a grip under- 
neath the barrel, similar to that in use in a 
Colt’s magazine rifle. It is thought this latter 
method possesses many advantages over tbe 
side lever such as is now in use on the Lee ri. 
fle and on the foreign rifle.

A RAILROAD COMPANY'S LIABILITY. 


A Very Important Verdict Rendered iu the 
United States District Court. 


A verdict in one of the most important rall - 
road cases that has been tried for years, and 
in which a strong precedent will be estab- 
lished, was rendered in the United States Dis- 
trict Court before Judge Thayer 
this morning. The statement of facts 
is plain as they went before the jury. 


On the night of May 23, 1889, the west- bound 
passenger train of the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco Railway was wrecked at a polut about 
five miles west of Suilivan. The point of the 
wreck was on a curve avd on the top of a 12 
embankment. Six cars were completely de- 
molished and forty-seven people injured. An 
examination before daylight disclosed that at 
the point of derailment about ten spikes had 
been removed from each side of two rails, the 
angle bars taken offand tbrown down on the 
foot of the dump and the rails removed ina 
manner that would make a wreck necessary, 
as the point was on the outside of a curve, at 
the foot of a grade about three miles in length, 
and at a polnt whereawreck would be un- 
avoidable. Suspicion at once attached to 
two men who were seen in and about 
the -wreck on the evening previous, 
and who has been seen about the 
neighborhood for some two or three days. 
Although a large reward was offered for the 
apprehension and conviction of the wreckers, 
up to the present time the railway company 
has been unable to procure sufficient evidence 
to warrant the arrest of the supposed wreck- 
ers. A great many damage suits were 
brought in various courts along the line of the 
road. The first case which was brought was 
that of Marcus Lippe, which was called 
in the United States Court on last Monday 
morning. The case was bitterly contested 
and the evidence of more than one bundred 
witnesses taken. E. D. Kenna and L. F. 
Parker appeared for the railway 8 
The case was given to the jury late last night 
anda sealed verdict returneda short time 
afterward. Plaintiff syed for $3,385, $385 being 
claimed for baggage lost in the wreck and the 
remainder for personal injuries sustained by 
him. The company conceded its liability for 
tho baggage, and the court instructed the jury 
that regardless of whetner the railway com- 
pany was negligent or otherwise, there wus 
Yiability for the value of the baggage — as 
the law makes carriers of baggage absolute 
insurers Qf the same, and in case of its destruc- 
tion the railway company becomes liabie, 
independent of the question of whether it was 
at fault or not.

State Treasurers, which have disgraced 
the Democratic administrations of a num- 
ber of States, has been due as much to the 
carelessness and neglect of duty of other 
State officials as to the rascality of the 
Treasurers. 

The last two instances in Missouri and 
Maryland are almost alike in point of 
gross negiect to regard plain provisions of 
the laws framed for the purpose of pro- 
tecting State funds from embezzlement 
and misuse. The law of Maryland re- 
quired the Governor to make thorough 
examinations of the accounts of the 
Treasurer and Comptroller semi-annually, 
and required the Comptroller to accom- 
pany the Treasurer every time he opened 
the deposit box of the State. Neither the 
Governor nor the Comptroller attended to 
their duties in this manner, and State 
Treasurer ARCHER was thus enabled to 
apply cash, stocks and bonds of the State 
to his own use for a number of years. 

The Missouri law passed by the last Leg- 
islature, to which attention has been 
called heretofore by the Posr-Drsraron, 
is exceedingly strict and strong. It pro- 
vides for monthly reports to be furnished 
the Governor by the Treasurer, Auditor, 
and officers of depositories of State funds 
under heavy penalties for failure to do so. 
The law has been in force since it was 
signed by Gov. Francis last April, but 
has been disregarded by him with dis- 
astrous results. 7 

Had the requirements of the laws of 
these two States been faithfully observed 
they would have been spared the shame 
of robbery by their chosen officials, be- 
cause the certainty of immediate discov- 
ery would have checked the: dishonest 
impulses of the State Treasurers. 


THE NEW ANTI-TRUST BILL. 
The anti-trust bill reported by the Sen- 
ate’s Judiciary Committee as a substitute 
for SHERMAN’S has the merit of being sim- 
ply suplementary to the common law. 
It provides statutory penalties, definitions 
and remedies to more speedily and vig- 
orously enforce the existing common law 
prohibition of combinations and con- 


spiracies in restraint of trade and free 
competition.

It seems really intended to be effectiye, 
and not intended to be wiped out in its 
first encounter with the courts like our 
Missouri anti-trust statute. Nor does it 
apparently attack legitimate business oo- 
operation. There is nothing in it, how- 
ever, to exempt members of labor combi- 
nations from heavy fines and imprison- 
ment for engaging in conspiracies in re- 
straint of trade, if the courts should hold 
that the strike agreements of labor com- 
binations are such conspiracies.

THE leather industries of this country 
have achieved their greatest increase and 
prosperity since the duty was removed 
from hides. Our exports of leather manu- 
factures have since increased from $2,000, - 
000 a year to $12,000,000, and our manu- 
facturers of harness, saddlery, boots and 
shoes have come nearer supplying the en- 
tire home demand than they ever did be- 
fore. Now the McKinley committee pro- 
poses to put a tax of 15 per cent ad va- 
lorem on hides, and to allow an equiva- 
lent drawback on the small amount of 
leather goods exported. This is to enable 
our leather manufacturers to sell their 
goods to foreigners cheaper than they can 
to home customers. It putsatax on the 
vast leather consumption of the United 
States in such a way that our leather man- 
ufacturers will be less able to compete 
with foreign goods made of untaxed 
hides, and the cattle grower will get no 
more benefit from this tax than the sheep 
grower now gets from the tax on wool.

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THE American Ax & Edged Tool Co. of 
Pittsburg, organized some months ago 
with a capital of $5,000,000, to consolidate 
or combine all the edged tool plants, has 
since obtained control of thirty-five of the 
leading concerns, with their brands and 
trade marks, and is now prepared torun 
the edged tool trade as a monopoly, be- 
hind the protection of a tariff duty of 45 
percent, There is to be no more compe- 
tition with reference to quality or price 
between the different trade marks and 
brands. The object of the combine is to 
make the workingmen and the industries 
of the country pay the whole of that 45 
per cent of profit. And yet there is not 
in the Ways and Means tariff bill a single 
proviso to deprive such monopoly com- 
binations of that tariff protection which 
creates and fosters them.

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Tux Shoe & Leather Association of New 
England has sent a protest to Congress 
against the imposition of a tariff on 
hides and skins. The proposed tariff 
would be a tax on leather goods for the 
benefit, not of the cattle raisers, but o 
the beef packers and butchers.

Mayor and His Removal Follows. 


Mayor Noonan created something of a sensa- 
tion before be closed his office at the City Hall 
late yesterday afternoon by sending a notice to 
the Register’s office that he had revoked the 
appointments of W. H. Stone, Calvin W. Fitch 
and Clarence W. Hoblitzelle, the auditing 
committee he appointed early in the 
week to examine the books of the 
Treasurer, Auditor and Comptroller. The 
charter requires the Mayor to appoint such a 
committee every year, just as the fiscal year 
is aboutto expire. The fiscal year closes next 
Tuesday, andthe Auditing Committee had it 
arranged to begin work that day. The com- 
mittee generally is composed of two persons 
of the same political party as the Mayor and 
one of the opposite. Of Mayor Noonan’s se- 
lection, Messrs. Stone and Hoblitzelle 
are Democrats, and Mr. Fitch was chosen 
as the Republican Representative. They had 
all qualified when the news came of the revo- 
cation of the appointments and to say that 
they were amazed would be putting it gently. 
Various opinions were expressed as to the 
causc of the Mayor’s s ge action 
und the signihcance back of i$ it. 
It was reported among other things that 


the Mayor had been informed that Mr. Hob- 
litzelle was not as friendly as he might be to 
his Honor in a political sense. Others had 
it that it was all on account of Mr. Stone, The

INTERESTING STORY. 

When Mayor Noonan was seeking the Demo- 
cratic. nomination for the Mayoralty, Mr. 
Stone, who is an ex-Congressman and a 
former member of the City Council, was an 
advocate of the cause of the then Mayor 
Allen. He went to the conven- 
tion from the Twenty-seventh Ward 
as an Allen delegate and in the tumult that

SILVER LEGISLATION, 


Reasons Urged for and Against the Meas- 
ures Now Before Congress. 


The National Silver Committee appointed by 
the National Silver Convention which met 
here last November and which has head- 
quarters in Washington, is takingan active 
part in the silver proposition now before 
Congress and are being assisted by those 
who took a prominent part in the convention. 
Several arguments have been sent from here. 
Speaking of the situation this morning, Mr. 
John T. Field said: 

We object to sec. 1 of the Windom bill, be- 
cause it places the United States in the atti- 
tude of being dependent upon foreign mer- 
cantile communities for wisdom in determin- 
ing the ratio of its money metals, and permits 
such foreign mercantile communities to rob 
the people of the United States by manipulat- 
ing the silver bullion market to suit their 
commercial requirements, thus degrading the 
sovereignty of the United States and belittling 
the wisdom of Congress. 

We object to sees. 3 and 4, because they 
provide for another kind of meney, making a 
seventh, when the part of wisdom would 
demand that all the money of the United 
States should be full legal tender for all debts, 
public and private, and interchangable under 
any and all circumstances, at the option of 
any holder.

In my judgment, the wisest course for the 
good of the entire country would be to adopt 
the Senate Finance Committee’s silver bill, 
after striking outof sec. 1 the compulsory 
— — clause requiring the Secretary of the 


bullion monthly, and insert 
the same words as are employed in 
regard to the purchase of gold bullion (only 
changing the number of grains from 23.22 to 
$21.25, which explanation is hardly necessary) 
and adding a section in lleu of sec.2 makin 
ali money issued by the United States full lega 
tender for all debts, public and private, and 
interchangeable under auy and all circum- 
stances at the option of any holder. Practi- 
cally to-day our money is all interchangeable 
and good anywhere in the United States, but 
let there come a wave of financial or monetary 
distrust, and at once a discriminatian be- 
tween our six kinds of currency will be inaug- 
urated, much tothe damage of the masses of 
the people. This country should have no 
legal tender money except gold and silver 
and paper issued against gold and silver coin 
or bullion actually in the treasuryof the 
United States. Had our ‘‘greenbacks’’ never 
been made a legal tender our war would bave 
not cost to exceed $1.000,000,000 instead of 
$3,000,000,000. Don't let us make the mistake 
again of r 

Oux objection to the compulsory purchase 
of $4,500,000 silver bullion each month is for 
the reason that it requires the Secretary of the 
Treasury to do the impossiple, for he cannot 
purchase that much silver, the product of the 
mines of the United states, and finding be 
cannot av with the law, he will have the 
best possible excuse for doing nothing, and 
the country will be worse off than before. My 
advices from Washington are to the effect 
that the House will pass any bill which passes 
the Senate, and that there is a favorable silver 
majority now in the Senate. Some enthusiastic 
correspondents predict the remunetization of 
silver within ninety days.’’

would be for the best Interests of the United 
States.

aukin. Among the poluts presented by the 
affirmative were: The inferiority of the race, 
supported from biblicaland scientific stand- 
points. The affirmative then attempted to 
prove that evils must result from inter- 
mingling superior and inferior races under 
the same Government. One of three results, 
it was said, wust follow: The extermination 
of the inferior race, its amalgamation or 
colonization. The two first were manifestly 
undersirable, hence the latter was the solu- 
tion. The negro, it was declared, was the 
cause of the political difficulties between the 
Northand South. His removal would solve 
the Southern question and would, moreover, 
Put an end to the present lack of prosperity 
in the South, The negro in America was sub- 
servienttothe whites, In Liberia he would 
be his own master and would civilize Africa. 

The negative argued that compulsory 
colonization would unconstitutional and 


tion would be ineffective. Granting const l- 
tutionality, the cost of removal would be ex- 
cessive. The negro, it was said, was an 
American citizen and was entitled to all the 
rights of citizenship. He was industrious, 
and the present and future prosperity of the 
South depended upon his presence. Remove 
him and the cotton interests would suffer in- 
curable harm. He is advancing, it was argued, 
moraily and intellectually. 

The debate was listened to by a very large 
and enthusiastic audience.

‘*“BRADSTREET’S”’ 


Review of the Business Week in Leading 
Lines of Trade. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISsPATOR. 

NEW York, April 5.—Special telegrams to ‘*Brad- 
Street’s’’ corroborate previously reported indiea- 
tions that, while the volume of general trade is heavy 
there has been a distinct check to the movement of 
staples to retailers’ hands as compared with the dis- 
tribution some months age. An improvement in 
trade is reported following more seasonable weather 
at Omaha, San Francisco and Cincinnati, There are 


no signs of increasing activity at Boston or Phil- 
adelphla. The overflow along the lewer Mississippi 
Valiey have checked trade at New Orleans and even 
at St. Louis a similar influence has been felt. Ad- 
vices from Chicago are moderately cheerful. 

At New York, while the quarter’s total of bank 
clearings is 4 per cent larger than in 1889 for March. 
the total this year is 244 per cent less than in March, 
1889. Bank clearings at thirty-six cities for March 
ageregateu 84.532.514, 831, a gain over a year ago of 
1.5 per cent in March, 1889, over 1888. For the first 
quarter of 1890 the gain is 5.8 per cent over the first 
quarter of 1889. but the increase inthe bank clear- 
— in the first quarter of 1889 over 1888 was 17 per 
cent. 

Special investigation by *‘Bradstreet’s’’ into gen- 
eral trade for the past quarter and into mercantile 
collections at twenty-one cities shows that the late 
mild winter. low prices and depression in the coal 
trade have had unfavorable effects upon retail dis- 
tribution of heavy wearing apparel and kindred 
goods, and the influence ofthe heavy stocks carried 
over by retailers is reflected in a less active demand 
than anticipated and slow collections. At many 
points there is less discounting of bills and small de- 
mand for accommodation. 

The only assignable cause for the existing depres- 
sion in the iron and steel market in the face of the 
extraordinary consumption and prospects fora still 
heavier consumption is found inthe fact that pro- 
ductive capacity has been developed in every depart- 
ment to an extraordinary degree. The increase in 
the production of crude iron within the past six 
months amounts to little less than 50, tons per 
week. The capacity for puddling, heating and roll- 
ing hasalso been greatly enlarged. The pig iron 
market is dull. Prices are low and there are no signs 
of an early reaction, as users of all kinds of finished 
and rolled iron decline to eae heavy orders. 

Wheat has not varied In price much, tending up- 
ward toward the close. Reduced stocks abroad and 
crop damage at home are the stimulating features, 
for our exports have declined visibly and notably 
from the Pacific Coast. The total shipped this week 
from both coasts a a flour as wheat), 18 
1,521,896 bu, against 2.401.156 bu the week before. 
From July last. exports equal $1,215,675 bu, 
against 69.040,120 bu in a like portion of 1888-89, 
Indian corn is firmer on lighter interior shipments 
and continued heavy exports. Oats likewise are 
fractionally hleher. 

Drives in spring dress goods are the leading feat- 
ures of the Eastern dry goods jobbing trade. A con- 
siderable movement has been effected at cut rates. 
Trade with agents is only moderate. Cotton and 
wool dress goods show the most notable activity. 
Prices are as a rule unchanged. 

Cotton is dull and unchanged, as isall raw wool.

DUTY ON SILVER LEAD ORES. 


— 


A Fretes, Against the Proposed Action ef 
the éuse Ways and Means Committee. 


Er ABO, Tex., April 5.—The Board of 
Vretle adopted the following resolution last 
night which, has been wired to the House 
Waysand Means Oommittee and the Texas 
delegation in Washington: 

Whereas, It is proposéd by the majority of 
the Committee on Ways and Means to recom- 
mend the imposition of a duty of 1% cents a 
pound on silver lead ores, and, 

Whereas, The bulk of such ores are im- 
ported into the United States from the Republic 
of Mexico and the imposition of this duty will 
result in practical prohibition of such impor- 
tation, as these ores-are necessary for the op- 
eration of many large smelting industries at 
this point and at other points on 
the frontier of Texas, and closing 
these smelters would paralyze the 
dry ore industry of New Mexico, Arizona 
and Texas, resulting in throwing thousands 
of miners and laborers out of employment in 
those localities and further prove 
most disastrous to the growing com- 
merce between the United States and 
the Republic of Mexico, inasmuch as these 
ores constitute almost the sole purchasing 
product which Mexico has to exchange for 
commodities and wares of American manu- 
facture; therefore, N 

Resolved, That we earnestly protest against 
the imposition of the proposed duty and urge 
upon the Ways and Means Committee and 
upon all Representatives to take such ac- 
tion as may foster rather than retard the 
growing commerce between the United States 
and the Republic of Mexico.

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THE MISSISSIPPI FLOODS. 


SOME OF THE CAUSES THAT HAVE LED TO 
THE RECENT OVERFLOWS. 


An Engineer Officer Gives His Views on the 
Subject—A Faulty System of River Im- 
provement Largely Responsible fer the 
Recent Losses—How the Risks Can Be 
Avoided. 


UBIO interest is at. 
present being centered 
on the levees of the 
Mississippi! and the 
dangers that threaten 
the adjacent country 
from the present stage 
of high water. In 
speaking of the risks 
incident toa rise un- 
der present conditions 
an officep of the corps 
ot engineers, who was 
long engaged in work 
on tne Mississippl, saia: 
‘*Since the addition tothe levees and the 
strengthening of weak points in the section 
north of the Red River the danger to the 
land to the south of that stream bas been 
largely increased. Four or five years ago the 
Southern levees were not nearly so strong as 
they are to-day, and yet with an equal stage 
of water the risk of overflow was less. 
THE REASON FOR THIS 18 
evident when the situation is understood. The 
great floods come from the Missouri and Ohio, 
and when both streams are full disastrous 
overflows are likely to take place. In years 
gone by the district adjacent to New Orleans, 
although lying very low, in many cases below 
the river bed, did not suffer as much as might 
have been expected. The cause of this 
was the weakness of the levees 
further up the stream. The worst overflows 


were likely to take place near Memphis, where 
the Ohio waters were added to those of the 
upperriver. A levee would break, and the 
waters, instead of being confined to the bed of 
the stream, would spread all over the coun. 
try. In one case the water near Memphis at- 
tained a width of nearly twenty miles, and in 
this year the floods on the lower river 
amounted to little or nothing. The overflow 
above acted as a safety valve, car- 
ried off the surplus water and acted 
as a safety valve to the down river 
levees. The people of Louisiana, South- 
ern Arkansas and Mississippi regarded the 
levees that they had as periectly safe, and 
did not make any particular effort to secure 
appropriations for raising and strengthening 
their levees when the others were improved. 
THEY ARE BEGINNING 
nowto feel the effects of the upriver im- 
provements. Memphis and the adjacent 
country is comparatively safe, and the dan- 
ger is to be looked for below. The safety 
valve bas been closed, the waters are not al- 
lowed to escape above the mouth of the Red 
River, and the full force ofthe floods are fall- 
inp upon the lower dykes. The present stage 
of water is by no means unprecedented, in 
fact it has very often been exceeded, but the 
improvement on the nortbern dykes prevents 
it from being depleted. On the way south it 
is all kept in the bed ofthe river and falls 
with full force on the tower river levees, 
which were ainple to control high water with 
outlets tothe North, but are not sufficiently 
powerful to resist the present floods under 
the altered conditions. This state of affairs 
proves thatthe objections to the system of 
improvements of the Mississipp! raised years 
ago by the Engineer Department and ignored 
by Congress, were well made. We have al- 
ways assertedthat the river should be im- 
proved asa whole, and not piecemeal, and 
predicted exactly what has occurred. 
UNDER THE PRESENT SYSTEM, 

that of making appropriations for particular 
points, it very often happens that far more 
harm than good is done. If we build levees 
to protect a tract of low land that has no 
crops to amount fo anything, and that has 
regularly been flooded whenever the river 
rose, the result' very often is that the over- 
flow takes place at some point below, which 
has been protected by the overflow above, is 
not prepared to meet the increased 
pressure on the levees, and a 
loss in a single year results that 
is far greater than the fee simple of the pro- 
teeted lands. What should be done is to make 
an appropriation for the river as a whole and 
have it expended under the direction ofa 
board that knows the needs of the whole river 
and not asmall pars of it. If this were done 
flood disasters would be very rare and the 
navigation ofthe entire stream gréatiy im- 
proved. To improve one portion alone often 
leads tou state of things below much more 
disadvantageous than the first condition. Of 
all rivers the Mississippi most requlres atten- 
tion as a whole, and the events of this spring 
are very likely to cause a move in this direc- 


tion.’’
